and distress .which a bad national policy, 
can inflict upon 75 millions of. people like 
unto that of. '93 £3 '" [97 ^ it ^ d oea seem as 
though it is an imperative: -duty, to make 
tremendous efforts to avoid auch calami- 
tous results. 

: Wo have endeavored to show that com- 
mercial 'and industrial interosLa of this 
great country, great as th«y are, "will be 
unfavorably affected, if not jeopardized by 
a change of administration,' thus disturb- 
ing all kinds of business and therefore caus- 
ing needless suffering among the working 
class of our people. 

Capital is a sensitive and timid article; 
it< quickly; takes alorm'when Its interests' 
are threatened, or its safety becomes un- 
certain; such,, for instance, as a radical 
change in governmental policy for the en- 
suing four years as proposed by Bryan aid 
his. followers would undoubtedly cause. 
The position is taken that the interests and 
welfare of our people should be of the first 
importance; that our individual concerns 
are first to be considered as against any or 
all the issues, that the opposite party' pro- 
poses.

for it, or vice versa. Bryan, in- this par- 
ticular, is making a great- mistake, oa he 
does in others, when he trya to arry labor 
against capital; when appeals to the fears, 
the passion and the cupidity of mankind 
for help. His appeals to'tbe discontented 
for favor smacks of the. demagog. , The 
company; he keeps -does not recommend 
him to the favor of our best citizens if his 
alliance with:. Tammany Hall and Croker 
proves anything. 

With all of : B ryiiii 'a 'conceded obility he 
seems to lack a moral principle, essential 
in a man who would be .'president' of. this 
great country. It is the best element of our 
people that should rule its 'destinies; not 
those who for the sake of office and power 
resort to the worst elements of our people 
for support.'' 

. As he is supposed to represent his party 
and the acknowledged bead of-it,.bis say- 
ings must be accepted as the policy which 
will govern our people for four years, if 
elected. 

.Bis loyalty in question when he saya if 
elected, ho will call off the army from the 
Philippines. ,/His usefulness .is questioned 
when he says, if . elected, he will destroy 
the "truste" by taking off the tariff on 
on such products- as thoy. manufacture— a 
dangerous proceeding liable to disastrous 
results. He Is committed to the 16 to 1 
fallacy and, if elected, will, to the best of 
hi/ability, enforce the odious and' fatal 
measure.

'been said to flourish, best In dry 
•weather,, but the -truth, of ,thla alleged 
characteristic has not been proved by 
thle season of prolonged wet weather. 
The : rains eeem to have' benefited' the 
•hardy mesqulto equally as much as 
they ha.ve the other vegetation which 
Is "found on the pralriee, Tbe mee- 
qulte ' Is 'greatly appreciated -by . the 
stockmen of west Texas. In times. 0] 
extreme drought cattle have been, 
known to live for many months on tin 
leaves of tbe mesqulto when tbe range 
.was bare of grass. The meequlte tree 
promises to become of considerable 
commercial Importance, through Us 
'production of a bean which " so close- 
ly resembles the coffee berry In fjavoi 
and! ! appearance that', one cannot be 
told from amother when roasted. The 
bean of the mesautte has long been 
v used as a aubatitute.fo'r'cofree by the 
Mexicans of the Rio Grande, border ol 
Texas and in Mexico, and New Mexico. 
A few yeara ago the possible commer* 
clal' value of the mesqulto bean was 
called to the .attention of a large 
wholesale coffee house In St! Louis, 
This flrin' sent a representative to 
west Texas: to make an Investigation 
of the product. Thorough tests were 
made of the bean, and It was found to 
be a, perfect substitute lor coffee. : It 
was proposed to use It la great quae 
titles .for "adulterating, the cheapei 
grades of coffee.'; With this end la 
view a large roasting ; establishment 
was put up in San Antonio to prepare 
the bean . tor market ' before' shipping 
It to "Si Loiils and- other points. Thii 
plant; was placed, in operation ; and 
many Mexicans were employed at low. 
wages in 'gathering' 'the bean, .Many 
thousands' of pounds, of the beans were 
roasted and shipped to St. Louis, and 
it 'was Bald 'that; the industry was very 
profitable. --The next season, however; 
the mesqulte bean crop was. a complete 
failure,. and the .roasting plant had. to 
"remain-Idle. When anotner failure of 
the bean drop occurred tbe second sea-, 
son the business was abandoned and 
the roasting plant- removed from San 
Antonio.-'

' One of the two! groat Jewish annual 
nolldays-Vthe Jewish'; New- Year— fell 
this year on .Monday, Sept 24, In ac- 
cordance with, Immemorial custom the 
day was -celebrated, in every part of 
the world where there (s a colony- of 
Jews, large or BmajCWith special re- 
ligious sof vices appropriate to h the day. 
The 'strictly orthodox. Jews take two 
days to! celebrate the New .Year's anni- 
versary^ and their services continued 
during- Mondayvand Tuesday,' . Sept' 24 
and 25. In all synagogues, radical and 
orthodox' Alike, the New Year's cele- 
bration, began oh the 'evening previous 
'— that la, buhday, Sept-2iJ. On <Hon- 
flay .morning all the synagogue* neld 
■olemh. reUglouB services. Tho^ ritual 
In the liberal Bynagogues was espec- 
ially elaborate- for the occasion, al- 
though many of - the older - literal ob- 
servations -were omitted. The blow- 
ing of the ram's horn, for Instance, 
.Which Is a; feature of the orthodox 
celebration, was supplanted from the 
chob> In the reformed synagogues 
thero Is usually a special !. sermon ap- 
propriate to the occasion. In the or- 
thouox i synagogues tbe New Year's 
services are more or less constant dur- 
ing, the, two .days set apart. Among 
the orthodox Jews ft Is customary to 
suspend, business , entirely during the 
two flays~of New Year's services. The 
Jewish.

Attorneys Arnold, Tyrrell and 
Address a Large Meeting. 

,The" ; Bomocratio meeting ^aV the 
Opera house. Saturday evening,, drew 
out a 'large crowd, all available '.'space 
in the hall -being JJlled.V It is Bnfe to 
say hqyyever, tbat\f idly three-fourtria 
of the entire \ audience were republi- 
cans, whb.came out oJE curiosity. or; as 
a compliment to\attorney Albert H. 
Tyrrellyas' no matter how we may 
differ with them in political, religious, 
or 'economic questions, the, v people of 
Autioch always recoguizo r nbility and 
merit' and are ever ready, to do honor 
to hor own sons and daughters/where 
honor is 'due. The first speaker was 
attorney Arnold, of Waukegao, demo- 
cratic candidate, for states-attorney, 
who handled the trust question from 
a democratic standpoint, but failed to 
give any solution of the vexed problem 
except. by the doubtful expedient of 
voting for William Jennings Bryno 
and incidently trusting to the honesty 
(7) of Dick Croaker iu allowing blm to 
wipe out a few of the trusts as long as 
he kept "handB off the ice trust'.'* 

At thecloseof Mi*. Arnold's remarks 
attorney Albert H. Tyrrell , of Chicago, 
f romerly of this place, took the plat- 
form and was given a very hearty and 
cordial greeting by hie old- associates 
and friends and made a very pleasing 
and from a democratic standpoint, a 
very good address, but admitted that 
he was unable to convert, his* wife to 
the Bryan theory, thus in a measure 
confessing the weakness of Mb cause,' 
and we. are pleased to know tbat the 
better half. of the house of 'Tyrrell ib 
OH the right eide of the question, and 
live in hope that in time Albert, will 
see the error of his ways. 'Taken as a 
whole "hifl discourse abounded with 
telling points, but any good lawyer, 
such as we know him to be, could put 
up a pretty good defense for the most 
case-hardened criminal, in the absence 
of the prosecution, and would be lack- 
ing in persuaaivepoweraif he" failed to 
make some one of the jury incline to 
tbe belief that bis client was an angel 
and only needed room to flap his wings 
and fly away, At the close of Mr.

BROOM CORN CULTRUE. 

The growing of broom corn is coming to 
be an important industry in regard to 
which very little «ems to be known." 

For the planting of broom corn the 
ground is gotten, ready for- tbe Bead about 
the first or middle of June and is prepared 
in about the same. way as for Indian corn. 
The broom corn is planted with the regular 
com planter, although a special plate ie 
necessary, nnd ono bushelof seed will plant 
about eighteen acres. 'As soon as it ap- 
pears above the ground it" is best to go 
over it once with a harrow, and at two or 
three later periods during the season with 
a cultivator. The corn ie ready for tabling 
and cutting about ninety days after plant- 
ing. In regard to what is know as tabling 
a man takes bis place between two rows 
and seizing an armful first 'from one row 
and then the other, pulls it back and at the 
same time bending it over and towards the 
opposite row until the stalks break, which 
they will do if properly handled, about 
three .feet from tbe ground. By breaking 
two rows at a time a kind of table Is form- 
ed about three feet high and as' wide as 
the ; rows with the heads protruding on 
either side of the table. A man then takes 
bis place on either side of 'the table and 
with a knife, made especially for the pur- 
pose, the heads are removed with a stem 
about eight or ten inches in length; these 
heads are laid in bunchesjust large enough 
to handle mcely, in tbe center of every al- 
ternate table, leaving every other' table 
clear for the wagon and team which collect 
tbe beads. For the purpose of collecting 
the beads a neck-yoke and evener of spec- 
ial length is necessary bo tbat the mules 
may be able to walk in the clear rows on 
either side of tbe table. Tbe beads ore 
placed on the table in two: tiers with the 
stems inward coming together in the center 
of the rack. A special rack is alio neces- 
sary for this work and will cost about 112. 
This rack tits on the tracks much as a wood 
rack,* between the stakes, and has ■ no sids 
pieces, merely a support in front and 
behind. 

When the load reaches'- -the seeder or 
thrasher a pry drops down from tbe center 
of the rock and as the trucks move ahead 
the rack is pushed back until tbe bock end 
drops down and drags on the ground, the 
load then slips off in a good even pile from 
which it is very handy to get an armful to 
carry to the seeder. The seeder is collect- 
ed with a long table, tbe part nearest the 
seeder having several belts running over it. 
On this table the beads are laid in an 
ever layer and by means of the belts are 
carried into tbe seeder, and the seeds is 
removed by means of two rollers ■ which 
move together and are supplied with small 
teeth about tbe size of a twelve-penny nail 
and about two and one-hnlf or three inches 
long. These teeth overlap each other and 
as tbe tops of the beads move between these 
rollers the heads are snapped off. 

Tbe heads ore then carried to the drying 
sheds and plated on slats which are laid 
one above the other about six or olght 
inches apart; the slats are 1x2 inches and 
tea feet long. 

The sheds must be, built in' size accord- 
ing the extent of the crop. Avorybondy 
shed 'is made twenty-eight and one-half 
feet wide and ten feet high at the ends be- 
ing built as long as is necessary. This 
sbed may be ditided into three allies run: 
ning lengthwise, each alley being nine 
feet six inches in width, . It would be ' ar- 
ranged in this way' to give a better Bpace 
for the placing of heads as a greater width 
wouIdnecesBarily need heavier .slats ot else 
they would break from the weight of the 
drying heads. 

The corn is, left' in. these Bheds to dry. 
about ten days when it is removed and 
bailed.-' The bailer stands upright and is 
about' five feet in height, by three feet nine 
inches by two feet two inches. V'When.the 
heads ore placed in the bailer they are laid 
ia top to top, and if the heads are a little

Broom corn is worth on an average from 
fifty to 1 one hundred and fifty dollars per 
acre, although' last year it reached the 
price of two hundred and twenty dollars; 
The seed removed from the broom corn is 
of no use except as a fertilizer, hut if the 
seed was allowed to mature an acre would 
produce from thirty to seventy bushels of 
seed,' having about the same feeding value 
as, that of oats. An aero of ' broom corn 
will produce about one-third of a ton of 
broom ready for market, After -the beads 
have been removed the stock is '■ turned in 
and allowed to eat what they will, 'the re- 
mainder being burned on the ground. •

Four times did the ominous sounds 
come from, tho building. .At eacb explo- 
sion debris shot out into the street, flames 
roared but ol ■ every window and the fly- 
ing bricks' aud debris shattered tlie struc- 
ture of the Slith^averiueelevn ted, which 
passes the doomed buftding. There 'were 
over 200. people In .the Warrant' building 
nt tie time of the! explosion," and few are 
said to have' escaped. It was said by 
spectntors who saw the column of smoke, 
flame and. debris rise a^out 300 feet In 
the air over tho wrecked wholesale, drug 
house thnt. the explosion' .'dashed out many 
biiman lives. H u in an' 1 bodies "were" seen 
to. fly upward and Ui'e'n turn- and descend^ 
Into the furnace-like hole lu the roof.-, - 

AJI occonnts) agree that the force of tlie 
detonntlons, especially of tlie first one,' 
Which hurled the roof of - the drug house 
high in tue.nlr, was terriflc enough 'to. 
warrant Uie assumption that some pow- 
erful explosive must have caused the 
damage. For blocks In the' iimnodiaie 
vicinity of tho wrecked building could be 
seen the evidences of the force of the 
drug explosions. Windows wore shatter- 
ed and tho sidewalks were strewn. with' 
bits of glnss, bricks, clothlug.ete. 
■ Wall street plainly felt the shock, of 
the explosions. Heavy .plate-glass win- 
dows in thnt thoroughfare were shatter- 
ed, people were hurled, against the, wnlls 
of buildings and the* street was strewn 
with debris.

"Coming down from the clouda In 
a parachute la like a dream," said a 
circus baloon artist, "Ever dream of 
falling from a high place? You come 
down, alight quietly and awake, and 
you're not hurt Well, that's the par- 
achute drop over again. No, there la 
no danger. A parachute can be guided 
readily on the down trip, hut you 
can't .steer a;halloon. l > To guide, a par- 
achute out of harm's way a practiced 
hand can tltt It one way or tiio other, 
spill out atr, and thus work 'It to 
where you want to land, or to avoid 
water, trees, chimneys or church 
spires, Circus ascensions are gener- 
ally mode In the evenjng. When the 
bud goes down the wind goes down. 
The' balloon then shoots Into the atr 
and the parachute drops back on the 
circus lot, or not far away. A bal- 
loon Is made of four-cent muslin, and 
weighs about 500 pounds. A parachute 
Is made of eight-cent muslin. The 
rope that secures. the parachute la cut 
with a knife. The. aeronaut drops ful- 
ly 100 feet before the parachute begins 
to All, -It must .Oil, If you're up. high 
enough. There ! are . several • hundred 
parachute men In the business and the 
accidents are less in ratio- than rail- 
road .casualties. Our business la new 
at that After. a while the ratio' will 
be less, A man can't shake out a par- 
achute If It < doesn't open. .A man In 
thValr'ls simply powerless. Invariably 
thefairis hend ilrst When the para- 
chute begins, to fill' the descent Is less 
rapid, and finally, when the parachute 
has finally filled. It bulges out with a 
pop. Then tho aeronaut climbs on 
to bis trapeze and guides the parachute 
to a safe landing. In saveu cases out 
of ten you can. land back on tho lot 
where you started from."

A prodigy In modern languages Is 
to be found at Enfield Grammar-school 
—a boy who can "speak Russian, Ger- 
man, Italian. Greek- and a. IttUo Ar- 
menian, He Is the son of murdered 
CrdUna, and at thfe age of ■ It'- pos- 
sessed a certificate of proficiency 'from 
the Italian, admiral as police court In- 
terpreter and from the Seaforth High- 
landers .as general Interpreter. . It was 
while. cruising in the Grecian archipel- 
ago during the present year that Sir 
Thomas Llpton was brought In con- 
tact with the lad, whose name Is "st'ello 
Arghlri. Ho was hut 14 years of age, 
his parents -having been murdered 
during 'the sanguinary days of the In- 
surrection : in ' Crete. There was noth- 
ing abnormal about tho boy except his 
marvelous mastery of languages. Buf- 
feted, about, living as best he could, 
ho had mixed with men of many races, 
and when just on the -verge of his 
teens he had managed to pick up more 
than a smattering of German, French, 
Greek, Italian and Russian, In addi- 
tion to a tblerabie acquaintance with 
Armenian. The presence, of the allied 
forces In Crete - accounted principally 
for.' this development of 'linguistic ; ca- 
pacity, and it; was not l»ng before tho 
leaders of the occupying force realised 
that young Arghlri , might .be of sery- 
lce'-to them; Accordingly, the: Italian 
admiral first utilized -him as Interpre- 
ter on board his vessel, and Buboes 
quently he was employed In a similar 
capacity with- the Seaforth Hlghlapd- 
ers, a detachment ot whom formed 
part of the British*;' force. ■', Eventually 
Sli>Tnomas resolved to adopt him; He 
was brought over to mis country by 
Sir 'inomas aud placed; under the, tu- 
telage of the masters, of Enfield Gram- 
mar .school, where ho has been' since 
the. iauer.-end of .April, At present 
Aghirl \£ enjoying a cruiao In the; Med- 
iterranean with /Sir Thomas Llpton.—

fMQftd by Aottioritj- of tho Continental 
.CaipMi In 1778. 

Spokane bee .the ocly : |G0 paper bill 
la United Stoics currency ' known ' to , 
be In existence. It was Issued at the 
uret session of. tne Continental Con- . 
grnas!ln 1778 and carries with it all. 
the crudity. of that age. It la a pebu- 
•jar looklngVdocument, . being a piece, 
pf # greenish, paper of much the same 
material as' tno present paper money, 
except that lV;ls- heavier. In shape it 
Is almost square, with dimensions ot 
about 4x3Ji Inches. On one side of the 
blllds written tho receipt, which Is as 
f6Uows:_ .; -'This Mil-, entitles the bearer 
to receive CO Spanish milled dollars 
for 'value received In gold or -si lveff «c- 
cdrdlhg to a resolution passed by .Con- 
gress at FaUaaelphia, Sept. > 28,. 1778," 
On the back of the bill le drawn a bow 
"with a set arrow,- Along the margin 
the value. of the bill Is again pr toted, 
and at one side the words, "Printed; 
Hall & Sclera, 1778." At the bottom 
of the face Is tho signature of someone 
In authority. \The letters have so 
faded out that it is almost impossible' 
to follow* the characters. Some have 
imagined they. could trace tfee signa- 
ture of George -Washington upon those 
lines,' but others could not Imagine 
what authority he had; to 'distribute 
money at that date. The rare bill is 
the property ■ of* Otto Flechtl' of the 
Fieohtl quartet' of the Cootir d'Alene. 
It was presented to him at the Charles- 
ton earthquake In 1886 for the saving 
of an ' . jirlBhman'B .life. : The opea- 
hearted act of the big German. toward; 
his hereditary enemy so overcame, the 
man from Erin's Isle. that be. gave him 
the only, article of value he possessed. 7 
Mr. Flechtl woe desirous of ascertain- 
ing, the true value 'of the bill and In 
1893 sent it to Washington,' where it 
was ; kept for six months L - "while : the ; 
treasury 'department Investigated the 
Issuance of ; tho bill. It was > ad j udged 
legal; as « the issuance of f 60 ' bills at 
that time -was known to have been 
made, though this Is the only one 
-which has not ;beeh returned, to .the 
;'treaaury ; department"- The -piece oi 
money has considerable' valuo outside 
of , the. amount upon its face, The 
Spokane man now In possession of the 
relic has. refused an offer of 11,000 for 
it, and says no price conld Induce him 
to part with It. 
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
